Right Start Makes a 
Difference in Sewing

When you have your fabric, 


pattern, thread, fasteners and 
are ready to begin your sew- 
ing venture, there are a few 
preliminary steps to take be- 


fore you begin. 


S t r a i ghten 


your fabric by 
pulling diago- 
nally, first one 
way and then 
t h e o t h e r . 
Then p u11 a 
c r o s s w i s e 
thread, stretch- 
ing it diago- 
nally. P r e s s 


the fabric, if necessary, before 
laying it out to cut. 


Place the fabric on your 


cutting surface. Then press 
your pattern pieces flat. 


R e a d the instructions. 


Check the width of your fab- 
ric with the pattern layout. 


Place the pattern pieces on 


the fabric, following layout 
instructions for the grain of 
the fabric. Cut with care. 


Cut away the selvage or 


clip it so it cannot tighten or 
bulk your seam. 


Allow extra seam width if 


you are larger in hips or bust 
than your pattern. 


Before removing your pat- 


tern, mark all darts, notches, 
and construction lines. Use 
chalk or crayon paper and 
the edge of a table knife or 
dull tracing wheel to go over 
dart lines for example. Rough 
surfaces 
are 
best 
marked 


with tailor tacks. 


Pin-baste before stitching if 


you are sure of correct fit. 
Otherwise 
baste 
by 
hand 


using %-inch basting stitches. 


Test your stitch on two 


thicknesses of the fabric be- 
fore you begin to stitch the 


garment. Fine fabrics need a 
short stitch, thicker fabrics 
a longer stitch. 


Many custom shops are 


using 
the 
shortest 
zigzag 


stitch. I recommend this for 
all body seams when jersey is 
the fabric used. This gets. 
more thread length in the 
seams and helps prevent the 
thread from breaking. 


Keep your iron ready. Press 


each seam before it joins an- 
other. Press as you sew so 
that smooth seams are as- 
sured. 


Use a low temperature iron 


for man-made fabric, a moist 
cloth 
over w o o l e n s 


and cheesecloth over silks.

said one Teamster source. 


And what Hoffa wants, many 


Teamsters insiders say, is to 
win a new five-year term as 
president and then change the 
constitution of the union so he 
can run it from jail if necessary 
and return to take over his 
plush office in the shadow of the 
U.S. Capitol. 


Hoffa faces an eight-year sen- 


tence if t h e Supreme Court 
turns down his appeal, but could 
be paroled with 32 months.

labor leader from holding office 
under federal labor law. 


All this means plenty of fire-

One of the great advantages 


of the weak two bid is that 
it gives you a chance to tell 
your partner what to lead 
when otherwise you would 
be shut out of the bidding. 


This is a strong reason why 


we only open weak two bids 
with a good suit. There is lit- 
tle point in telling your part- 
ner to open a suit when you 
really don't want it led. 


Suppose that East is not 


playing weak two bids and 
passes his hand. 


South has a perfect open- 


ing no-trump bid and makes 
it, whereupon North takes 
him right to three no-trump. 
West is on lead and will al- 
most surely open a heart, 
whereupon South will have 
no trouble making at least ten 
tricks. 


Now see what happens if 


East opens a weak two bid. 
South will have a terrific prob- 
lem. If he passes East will 
simply play at two spades 
and go down one trick. If he 
bids two no-trump, it is a 
cinch that North will take him 
to three and, after West opens 
a spade, South will find him- 
self going down two tricks. 


Things will work out bet- 


ter if South elects to double 
the two-spade bid for take- 
out. North will bid some num- 
ber of clubs. If he bids only 
three clubs, he will play the 
hand there and wind up mak- 
ing his part score. If he bids 
four clubs, he will be taken 
to five. 


North can make five clubs 


on a squeeze if East makes 
the 
normal opening of a 


spade, and North plays West 
for the queen, ten and nine 
of diamonds.
